Governor 
Sm ith is gaining votes every day. 
The theory th a t his cause would 
weaken in late October 
has 
ex­ 
ploded. 
The republicans realize 
they have a real fight 
on 
their 
hands. 
N otw ithstanding 
the 
ground 
swell for Sm ith, there is no rea­ 
son to take W est V irginia or Ill­ 
inois out of the sure-Hoover col­ 
um n. 
The d rift in Missouri, Ten­ 
nessee and K entucky, however, is 
unm istakably tow ard Smith. 
It is significant th a t the 
New 
Y ork governor, who is 
credited 
w ith uncanny intuition in politics, 
selected th e past week for his vi­ 
sit to the three states m entioned 
and th a t he Is turning from Mis­ 
souri to Illinois. The battleground 
was supposed to have been en tire­ 
ly in th e east, but the New York 
governor discovered th a t some of 
the states like 
Tennessee, 
K en­ 
tucky, and M issouri were so close 
th a t a personal tour was essential. 
Crowds Dem onstrative. 
Ju st w hat is th e value 
of

personal appearance? 
It 
might 
be supposed, for instance, th a t the 
j ’wdlp and new spapers tell the vot­ 
er# every w ord tae candidate bas 
to say and w ith th e 
radio, 
too, 
there is an im pression of person­ 
ality carried over th e a ir to the 
receiving set. 
But the dem ocratic 
nom inee places his 
reliance 
on 
street parades and the 
m anifest 
enthusiasm of the crowds. 
Mob 
psychology Is a curious thing and 
in cam paigns plays an im portant 
part. 
If a candidate gets a roar­ 
ing reception the news spreads by 
word of m outh 
and 
tends 
to 
strengthen th e support of p arti­ 
sans and som etim es wins the wav­ 
ering voters too. 
Som ething 
in 
the way th e brown derby is waved 
from the slowly m oving autom o­ 
bile, som ething In the 
way 
the 
em otion of a street crowd reveals 
Itself tends to Im press th e casual 
onlooker. 
It m ust be rem em bered th a t in 
many states even the supporters 
of Gov. Sm ith have privately been 
asking: “ H as he a chance— even 
an outside chance? 
the crow ds dem onstrate 
as they 
did in every place visited by the 
New York governor on his pre­ 
sent trip, they are stim ulated to 
believe 
th a t 
the 
underlying 
strength of Sm ith is incalculably 
greater th an appears on the sur­ 
face. 
Some of th e Reasons. 
T here are several reasons why

W ashington, Oct. 17—(TP)—Criti­ 
cism of federal finance methods 
and accomplishment voiced by Gov, 
Smith, 
Democratic 
presidential 
nominee, at Sedalia, Mo., yester­ 
day, drew prompt fire today from 
adm inistration spokesmen. 
Secretary Mellon from the treas­ 
ury departm ent issued an official 
statem ent declaring th at Sm ith’s 
"whole address exhibits the most 
superficial knowledge of what has 
actually taken place, and citing fig­ 
ures he has been guilty of what 
even the most charitably minded 
would have to describe as inac­ 
curacies." 
Chairman Work for the Republi­ 
can national committee, challeng­ 
ing the Smith 
address, 
asserted 
that ‘there is not an individual or 
business concern in the United 
States but is paying less money 
Into the treasury now than In 1921 
due to the tax reduction program 
of the Republican adm lnistartion.’’ 
Should Have Proof. 
"Under ordinary circum stances I 
would not think it worth while to 
answ er a purely political speech,” 
Mr. Mellon said. 
"But in the ad 
dress delivered at 
Sedalia, 
Mo., 
last night, by the Democratic can­ 
didate for the presidency, he under­ 
took to challenge my good faith 
and to accuse me of presenting a 
false picture to the nation. He in­ 
cluded in this charge the director 
of the bureau of the budget and 
the undersecretary of the treasury. 
In other words, Gov. Smith ac 
cuses the financial officers of the 


government of carrying on a delib­ 
erate campaign of m isrepresenta­ 
tion intended to conceal the true 
picture of the nation’s finances. 
"This will not do. 
Before a re­ 
sponsible man makes such a charge 
he should have a thorough and In­ 
tim ate knowledge of ail the facts, 
and be able to support it with clear 
and convincing proof. 
Now, per­ 
haps the moBt accurate statem ent 
in Gov. Smith’s entire speech is 
the one in which he said th a t the 
fiscal reports of the federal finances 
were a Chinese puzzle to him. His 
whole address exhibits the most 
superficial knowledge of w hat has 
actually taken place, and in citing 
figures he has been guilty of what 
even tho most charitably-minded 
would have to describe as “Inac­ 
curacies.’ 
Corrects Governor. 
"Let me begin by correcting Gov. 
Smith’s conception of w hat this ad­ 
m inistration understands by econo­ 
my in government. 
Economy is 
not just saving, but wise spending; 
the elimination of w aste; the pro­ 
motion of efficiency and business­ 
like methods; the building up of a 
sense of responsibility to the tax­ 
payer on the patt of all public ser­ 
vants; the careful m anagem ent of 
the governm ent’s financed* as ex­ 
emplified, for* instance, by a policy 
of steady debt reduction with con­ 
sequent relief from the heavy bur­ 
den of interest from year to year 
and yet the nation receives an eco­ 
nomical and businesslike adminis- 
i aration of its public affairs."

New York, Oct. 17—(ZP)—Still 
bound by the eight-day "gag rule" 
imposed upon them by a contract 
between the Zeppelin works and 
an American news syndicate, about 
half the people who flew from Ger­ 
many In the dirigible Graf Zeppelin 
attended a luncheon a t the Adver­ 
tising Club today and lim ited them ­ 
selves to purely 
perfunctory 
re­ 
marks. 
Dr. Hugo Eckener, pilot of the 
dirigible, made humorous comment 
on his somewhat broken English, 
saying that since his arrival here 
Sunday he had made all the gram- 
matical errors there were and so 
I now ?elt he would talk freely with­ 
out any fear that he would make 
new mistakes. 
Lady Grace Drummond Hay, the 
only woman passenger on the dirig­ 
ible. was introduced as "the flower 
of the passenger list.” 
She merely 
said that the "emotional strain" of 
the reception was too great for her 
and gave way to Capt. E. A. Leh­ 
mann, first officer of the Graf Zep­ 
pelin. 
Capt. Lehmann and 
then 
Dr. 
Ernst 
Brandenburg, 
director 
of 
aeronautics in the German minis­ 
try of 
transportation, 
expressed 
brief appreciation for the American 
reception to the dirigible. 
Ship Being Repaired. 
The contract between the Zeppe­ 
lin company and the news syndi­ 
cate forbids both passengers and 
crew from saying anything for pub­ 
lication about what happened on 
tho flight for eight days after the 
arrival here, retaining the new s 
monopoly for the syndicate during 
that period. 
The other activity on the pro­ 
gram of the dirigible folk was a 
dinner 
tonight 
by 
the 
German 
Board of Trade at Lakehurst. How­ 
ever, it was a day of bustle and 
hard work, repairs having been 
begun on the damaged port fin. 
It was expected th at the repairs 
would be completed by Saturday 
or Sunday and early next week the 
dirigible will take the air again for 
a two or three-day flight to the 
middle-west. 
In the meantime, Dr. 
Eckener and his associates will be 
given a reception in Philadelphia 
tomorrow, and Friday will go to 
W ashington to have breakfast with 
President 
Coolidge 
and 
lay 
a 
w reath on the tomb of the Un­ 
known Soldier.

Missing since 4 o’clock yester­

and his wife, had not been heard 
from late last night. A severe wind 
and rain squall came up shortly 
after the plane took off and it is 
feared that the craft may have 
been forced down in Green bay. 
Mr. and Mrs. Tom M itchell are 
the occupants of the plane. 
M itch­ 
ell is a government licensed com­ 
mercial pilot In the employ of the 
Sheboygan Airways, Inc., of She­ 
boygan, Wis., owners of the plane. 
His home is at Manhatton, Kans., 
and he has been doing commercial 
flying at Sheboygan for several 
months. 
The cabin 
monoplane, 
painted 
vivid red and green, to represent 
the cherry country from which it 
comes, made a 'perfect takeoff at 
Sturgeon Bay and was in first-

Hays-Tilden Fight Marks Failure 
of Election Machine to Function

W ashington, D. C., Oct. 
17— 
The election of 1876 will go down 
in history as one of the m ost re­ 
m arkable political episodes in the 
history of republics. 
It m arked 
the first and only failure of the 
election m achinery 
provided 
by 
the Am erican Constitution to per­ 
form Its functions. 
The 
extra- 
constitutional 
method 
resorted 
to in order to decide the election, 
dem onstrated how partisan con­ 
siderations 
will 
influence 
the 
judgm ent of men. 
This 
was so 
pronounced as to cause Senator 
Dawes to rem ark that if any sit­ 
uation like th at of 1876 
should 
arise again, neither party could 
accept the m ethods employed in 
th at contest, and the Government 
m ight be wrecked over a succes­ 
sion. 
Not one of the fifteen men who 
constituted th * 
.Electoral 
Com­ 
mission voteC 'A irw is e than ac­ 


cording to the desires of his party 
and the outcom e, as rem arked by 
one Senator “ was the result of 
the blind chance in the selection 
of the fifteenth member of the 
commission. 
It 
was 
thought, 
when the bill creating tho com mis­ 
sion was passed, that tho fifteenth 
member would be David Davis of 
Illinois. 
Davis had been Lincoln’s 
cam paign m anager in 1860, and 
in 1872 he was considered for the 
Liberal 
Republican 
nom ination 
for President. 
Now he was one of 
those who had gone into the Dem­ 
ocratic fold. 
Some charged that 
his election to the United States 
Senate by the Democrats, w ith the 
ald of Republican votes, 
was a 
schem e to get him off the bencli 
and prevent his becoming the fif 
teenth m em ber of the commission. 
At any rate, it is generally agreed 
that if he had rem ained on the 
bench he would have 
been 
the 
fifteenth 
member, 
and 
would 
have reversed the final vote, m ak­ 
ing it eight in favor of th* Tilden 


contention and seven for Hayes, 
instead of eight for 
Hayes 
and 
seven for Tilden. 
The events leading up to the 
final issue before 
the 
Electoral 
Commission are full 
of interest. 
G rant, tow ard the end of his sec­ 
ond term , was urged by som e of 
his friends to stand for 
a 
third 
term , Just as all the o th er two- 
term Presidents had been— W ash­ 
ington, Jefferson. Madison, Mon­ 
roe, and Jackson.

Atlantic Dirigible Graf 
Zeppelin,

ships,

The $14,000,000 would be just 
enough, Dr. Eckener estimates, to 
build the ships and the hangars 
to house them. He would spend 
$2,000,000 for

dirigible, 
and the hangars would cost $6,- 
000,000. 
The trip Just ended has 
con­ 
vinced him that the (Jraf Zeppe­ 
lin is not fust enough 
for 
such 
service. 
The ships he hopes to 
build will be only slightly lar­ 
ger than the Graf Zeppelin, hut 
would have a cruising speed of 80 
or 85 miles an hour. 
May Visit Ford 
Borne passengers would he car­ 
ried, but Dr. 
Eckener 
believes 
that more revenue can be made 
by carrying letters at perhaps BO 
cents apiece than people at $3,- 
000 each. Each 
landing 
field 
would have one $3,000,000 han­ 
gar large enough to 
house 
two 
ships. 
Dr. Eckener

Henry Ford has 
pictured 
the 
airship of the future aB a com­ 
bination dirigible and plane. 
“ I love Mr. Ford,” he replied, 
“I saw a good deal of him on my 
last trip.

Bean Beetle Has 
Been Driven Out 
of Two Counties 


East 
Lansing, 
Mich.,— (J&)— 
The first invasion of the Mexican 
bean beetle in Michigan has been 
repulsed with no danger to the 
crop of this state, the report of 
Neil Howard, of the U. S. depart­ 
ment of agriculture, shows. 
The 
beetle was 
found 
in 
only two 
counties this year— Ingham and 
Branch. 
Feferal and 
state 
specialists 
las t year found the pest in three 
localities. 
Only a few of the in­ 
sects were seen in either year in 
the area in which they were lo­ 
cated and no commercial damage 
was done. 
Slow spread of the beetle in a 
few northern states is reported 
by Howard. 
Its progress, how­ 
ever, is not sufficiently rapid to 
constitute 
a 
serious menace at 
this 
time, 
he 
says. 
Michigan 
bean growers, 
particularly, are 
advised to keep their poise.

The often-defeated 
proposal 
to 
give members of the legislature 
more than the $400 a year they 
now receive will be placed in the 
hands 
of 
the 
people again on 
Nov. 8. 
The 1927 
legislature, certain 
that attempts to enact a pay in­ 
crease through the subterfuge of 
an 
“expense 
allowance” 
and 
without submitting it to a refer­ 
endum would not survive a gub­ 
ernatorial veto, initiated a pro­ 
posed amendment to the consti­ 
tution. 
If adopted, legislatures 
will be compensated at the rate 
of $3 a day, 
or 
around $2,200 
for the two-year term. 
W hile there have been signs 
thus far of a vigorous campaign 
for the pay boost, most members 
and many state officials favor the 
amendment. 
Governor Fred W. 
Green believes members of the 
legislature 
are 
underpaid. 
At 
present they get the entire $800 
due them for the two years dur­ 
ing the biennial 
legislative sea- 
'on. 
The only 
other financial 
^ -..low an ces are mileage for the 
round trip to Lansing 
for 
the 
session and a maximum of $100 
in case a special session is call­ 
ed. 
C an't B reak Even 
Regular 
sessions 
in 
recent 
years have lasted more than four 
months. 
Thus 
the 
members, 
even collecting their entire two 
year's 
pay 
during that period, 
collect less than $200 a month— 
and with living costs in the cap­ 
itol’s hotels what they are these 
days, it takes a thrifty legislator 
to break even. 
The proposed pay increase is 
one of

November election. 
The second 
would prohibit cities

When the convention met 
he had more votes than any other 
two candidates, and it became a 
case of the field against him.

though an investigation into some 
of his financial transactions w*as 
then being made, he nevertheless 
was the favorite up to the seventh 
ballot vrhen the convention swung 
to Rutherford B. Hayes, who was 
a dark horse up to the fifth bal­ 
lot. 
Even then Blaine was but 
little behind Haves, who had the 
nomination on the seventh ballot 
with only six votes to spare. 
The Republicans broke the unit 
rule in the 
convention. 
Four 
Pennsylvania delegates wanted to 
vote their own sentiments and the 
chair sustained them. Its decision 
was appealed from, but sustained. 
Four years later an attem pt was 
made to enforce it again, but it 
failed and ever since the Repub­ 
licans have refused to recognize 
this rule.
